Tames B. Carey, secretary- 
treasurer of the CIO, said yes- 
terday Senator Welker, Republi- 
can of Idaho, had virtually 
accused democratic Czechs, 
granted asylum here from their j 
Communist-dominated counuy, , 
of being Communists. 

The effect, Mr. Carey told Vice I 
President Nixon in a letter could ; 
be devastating upon our foreign , 
policy — “especially upon our ef- ; 
forts to sustain the spirits and 
help to free people under Com- , 
munist domination.” : 

Senator Welker was not avail- 
able for comment last night. i 
Mr Carey .said the Czechs in- ! 
volved are Hubert Ripka, minister , 
of foreign trade in the last ■ 

' Czech regime before the commu- . 
nists seized power, and Peter i 
Zenkl, deputy prime minister in 
the Benes government preceding ; 
the Communist coup. 

Cites TJ. S. Recognition. 

Mr. Carey said “what might be 
called the Czechoslovak ‘govern- ! 
ment in exile’ is represented by I 
the Council of Free Czechoslo- 

vakia. . ' 

“This is a group officially rec- , 
ognlzed by our government as j 
representative of the anti-Com- 
munist Czechs who are struggling , 
to liberate their country from’ 
Communist domination,” Mr. 
Carey asserted. 

The labor leader advised Mr. 
Nixon that Mr. Ripka appeared 
February 2 before the Senate In- 
ternal Security Subcommittee, 
which is headed by Senator Jen- 
lier, Republican, of Indiana, in 
rrtpdrise to a subpoena.

Although it was a ciesed s’es- 
.,ion, Mr. Carey said he was told 
several Czech emigres assisted 
the committee in the interroga- 
tion of Mr. Ripka. 

He added 

“Our information is that Sen- 
ator Welker, who acted as a one- 
man subcommittee at this hear- 
ing, literally accused Mr. Ripka 
of being a Communist and 
threatened to denounce him and 
the Council of Free Czechoslo- 
vakia as being subversive.” 

Mr. Carey said that although 
Mr. Ripka was questioned in 
closed session and he was told 
nothing should be said about it, i 
a Czech language daily had car- i 
ried a full story on it. 

Mr. Carey said Mr. Zenkl, 
chairman of the Council of Free 
Czechoslovakia has been sub- 
poenaed to appear before the in- 
ternal security subcommittee on 
February 16. 

Describing Mr. Zenkl as “one 
of the most respected and hon- i 
ored Czech exiles,” Mr. Carey 
said, “it is quite possible that Mr. 
Zenkl may get the same treat- ; 
ment as Mr. Ripka; that is, he i 
may be pre-judged on the basis , 
of so-called ‘nformation’ supplied j 
by political enemies, and these i 
political enemies will be able to 
proudly publish that in executive 
session Mr. Zenkl was virtually 
called a Commun i st by a cgm- 
mjttf Of 
senaSe.” 
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
